Jones took over as the club's Chief Marketing 
Officer in 2001 after first joining the club in 1996 as 
Vice President and General Counsel. He spent his 
early years negotiating rookie contracts, local radio 
and television broadcast nghts fees and sponsorship 
agreements. He was also iInstrumentas in launching 
the Dallas Cowboys official website, www.dallascow- 
boys.com. The Cowboys website continues to be at 
the forefront of internet technology and has become 
one of the NFL's most comprehensive and innovative 
team pages. Following the 2005 season, the site 
won the NFL's award for best content which not only 
includes the quality of writing material, but also the 
video updates, video shows, and live internel broad 
casts. To this day, www.dallascowboys.com receives 
more visits than any other tearn website in the NFL.

Jason Garrett was named the eighth head coach 
in Dallas Cowboys history on January 5, 2011. 
Garrett, who played for or worked alongside five of 
his predecessors, became the first former Dallas 
Cowboys player to become the team’s head coach. 

Having literally grown up around successful head 
coaches in the NFL and in the Dallas Cowboys farn- 
ly, Garrett was a member of three Super Bow! win- 
ning teams in the 1990s during his seven seasons 
as a Cowboys quarterback. His father, Jim, Was 2 
personnel scout for the team for 21 years and 
served under every Super Bowl winning head coach 
and ownership regime in franchise history. 

As a player in Dallas, Garrett learned under 
championship coaches Jimmy Johnson and Barry 
Switzer, while serving as a ge to Troy Aikimian it 
Offenses directed by Norv Turner and Ernie 
Zampese, He went on fo play for the New York 
Giants, who reached Super Bowl XXXV, while playing 
for offensive coordinator Sean Payton, Garrett fin- 
ished his playing days while studying under Jon 
Gruden in Tampa Bay and started his coaching 
career with the Miami Dolphins, where he workec 
under three-time collegiate pational championship 
head coach, Nick Saban. 

_ Garrett was elevated to the Cowboys top job 
after taking over as the team’s interim head coach at 
the midpoint of the 2010 season. He went on to 
guide a Dallas team that had started the season with 
a l-/ record to a 5-3 mark down the stretch. In the 
season's second half, three of the Cowboys five vic- 
tories were against teams that posted 10 regular 
season wins, while the three Dallas defeats were 
decided by a combined total of seven points, 

In his first full year as head coach, Garrett guid- 
ed the 2011 team to an 8-8 finish as the offense 
amassed 6,008 yards for the second-highest 
ardage output in franchise history. Quarterback 
fony Romo retummed to the helm and finished with 
one of his best statistical seasons, posting a career- 
best 102.5 quarterback rating, good for third in the 
NFC, fourth in the NFL and second in team history. 
He eclipsed the 4,000-yard mark for the third time in 
his career and the third time in team history with 
4,184 on the year (third in club history). Romo's 
66.28 completion percentage was also a career- 
best (second in team history), while his 31 touch- 
down passes (second), attempts (third) and comple- 
tions (second) were all good for the second-most of 
his career. Tight end Jason Witten led the team in 
receptions (79) - for the fifth straight season and 
sixth overall - and recening yards (942) while finish- 
ing fourth with five touchdown receptions. In his sec- 
ond season, Dez Bryant finished second on the team 
in catches (63), recening yards (928) and touch 
downs (nine), while veteran newcomer, Laurent 
Robinson led the team with 1] touchdown recep- 
tons on 54 catches for 858 yards. Rookie running 
back DeMarco Murray provided a mid-season spurt 
as he set a club Tusttnig "reeary with 253 rushing 
yards against St. Louls (10/23), Murray led the team 
with 16/7 carries for 897 yards and two touchdowns 
despite starting only yt ibe and missing the 
final three games after landing on Reserve/Injured 
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with a broken ankle, With an offensive line in transi- 
tion, rookie Tyron Smith emerged as a solid building 
block for the long term after starting all 16 games al 
right tackle and earning All-Rookie honors. 

Garrett has served as the chief play caller on 
offense since joining the staff as the offensive coor- 
dinator for Wade Phillips in 2007, In 2008 he was 
assigned the additional duties of being the club's 
assistant head coach. 

Under Garrett, the Dallas offense has reached 
high levels of productivity in several categories, and 
the unit has finished among the NFL's top-10 in total 
offense in three of his five years al the helm: 2010 
(LOth}, 2009 (2nd) and 200/ (2nd). From the start of 
the 2007 season, the club has averaged 24.3 points: 
per-game and 369.9 total yards-per-outing. The team 
set single-season records in a handful of categories, 
and from 2007 to 2009 the cumulative numbers for 
total net yards (1/,/53), Bross passing yards 
(12,761) and net passing yards (12,181) represent- 
ed the best totals over a three-year span in the histo- 
ry of the organization. The club only bettered those 
heures over the next three-year span (2009-11), total 
ing 18,226 yards, 12,530 net passing and 13,144 
gross passing yards. Under Garrett's tutelage, eight 
offensive players have earned trips to the Pro Bowl. 

Although the 2010 club faced its share of chal 
lenges, the offense continued to put up big numbers, 
amassing 5,828 total yards for the seventh-ighest 
yardage output in franchise history. Dallas also 
opped the 4,000 passing yard mark for the third 
time in four years with the third-most in club history 
(4,042), Romo started the season running the 
offense, but a tractured left clavicle suffered against 
the N.Y. Giants (10/25) led the way for Jon Kitna to 
take over. Before the injury, Romo completed 148-of- 
213 passes (69.5%) for 1,605 yards, 11 touch- 
downs and seven interceptions, At the time of his 
injury, he had a 94,9 quarterback rating that was 
sixth in the NFL and tops in the NFC. Witten also fin- 
ished with 1,002 recewing yards and nine touch- 
downs. His 1,002 yards marked his third career 
1,000-yard season and tis second consecutive, 
while his nine touchdowns ted a team tight end 
record. Miles Austin notched his second straight 
oneal season (1,041) to give the Cowboys 
their fifth time with two pass catchers topping 1,000 

ards. Rookie wide receiver Dez Bryant was well on 
iS Way to a record-breaking rookie season before 
fracturing his ankle at Indianapolis (12/5). Prior to 
his injury, Bryant collected 45 catches {second all 
time among team rookies) for 564 yards (fifth) and 
six touchdown catches (tied for second). The club

(second consecutive), Andre Gurode (fifth consecur 
tive) and Witten (seventh consecutive), 

En route to winning the 2009 NFC Eastern 
Division ttle, Dallas established club records for total 
offensive yards (6,390), net passing yards (4,287) 
and pass completions (347), Dallas ranked second 
in the NFL in yards-per-pame (399.4), sixth in pass- 
ing (267.9) and seventh in the league in rushing 
(131.4). Romo broke his previous single season 
records for completions (347) and passing yards 
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| (4.483), while Austin (1,320 recewing yards) and 


Witten (1,030) became just the fourth pair of 
Cowboys pass. catchers to gain more than 1,000 
yards in a Season in tearm annals, On the ground, 
second-year running back Felix Jones eclipsed a 4/- 
year old record for rushing yards-per-carry with a 
season average of 5.

in 2007 Garrett dwected a Dallas unt thal pro- 
duced one of the most explosive seasons in club Ms 
tory. Following the season in which the Cowboys won 
the NFC Eastern Division crawn with a teamrecord 
tying 13 victories, head coach Wade Phillips added 
to Garrett's responsibilities by naming him the club's 
assistant head coach on January 17, 2008, 
Regarded as one of the bright young offensive minds 
in the league, Garrett was named Pro Football 
Weekly's NFL's Assistant Coach of the Year in March 
of 2008, The award, which is presented annually at 
the Ed Block Courage Awards Banquet in Baltimore, 
is selected by a vole of the Pro Football Writers of 
America. 

Dallas finished the 2007 season second in the 
NFL in scoring (first in the NFC) with an average of 
28.4 points-pergame. The 455 points scored in 
2007 marked the seconctighest figure in club his 
tory behind only the 1983 club (4/9 points), The 
Cowboys scored al least 70 points in 14 of its 16 
pames in 2007, marking the most 20-plus point 
games since the 1995 club also had 14. The 200/ 
offense also set a club record by scormpe 24-points 
ormore in the first 13 games of the season 

With a 16-game average of 365.7 yards-per- 
ame, he Cowboys were third in the NFL (second mn 
me NFC) in total offense. Dallas closed the 2007 
season fourth in the NFL (third in the NFC)in passing 
with an average of 256,6 yards-pergame. In the 
rushing offense category, the Cowboys were 17th in 
the NFL (seventh m the NFC) with an average of 
109.1 yards-per-game. The 5,85] yards in total 
offense by Dallas in 2007 marked the fifth-tughest 
total yardage output in team fistory at the time. The 
Cowboys established a club record with 217 passing 
first downs in 2007, while also leading the NFL in 
average yards gained on firs! downs, Dallas picked 
up an average of 6.24 yards on first down plays, 
while New England (6.09) was second. 

In his first full season as an NFL starter, Romo 
finished the campaign as the NFC’s top rated passer 
(97.4), marking the thirc-highest single season pass 
er rating in club history, With 36 touchdown passes 
in 2007, Romo established a Cowboys record for 
single season Cori tosses - eclipsing the mark ol 
29 set by Danny White in 1983, Romo also set what 
were then season club marks for completions (335) 
and passing yardage (4,211), 

errell Owens closed the year second in the NFC 
inreceiving yardage with 1,355 (fifth in the NFL), and 
he led the NFC in touchdown catches (third in the 
NFL) with a clubrecord 15 scoring receptions. 
Witten finished the weer second among all NFL tight 
ends (frst in the NFC) in both receptions (96) and 
yardage (1,145). Both totals represented club 
records for a Dallas tight end ina single season. 

Barber's 4.8-yard rushing average was filth 
among all NFL backs, and bis 10 rushing touch 
downs ted for fifth in the NFL, The one-two punch of 


Barber and Julius Jones combined for 1,563 yards 
on the ground and a combined average of 97,7

Garrett returned to Dallas m 2007 as the oHen- 
sive Coordinator after spending the previous two sea- 
sons tutoring the Miami Dolphins quarterbacks 
Garrett, who was a backup quarterback to Troy 
Aikman in Dallas from 1993 to 1999, rejoined the 
Cowboys with a great understanding of the champ 
onstip hertage of the organization. As a player in 
Dallas, he was a member of teams that won Si dive 
sion tities and three Super Bowl championships. 

He entered the coaching profession in February 
of 2005 as the quarterbacks coach for Nick Saban's 
first Miami Dolptuns club. While in Muar, Garrett 
capably handled the challenge of having to work with 
fwe different starting quarterbacks over the course 
of 32 regular season games, In 2005 Miami quar- 
terbacks threw 22 touchdowns with just 16 inter 
ceptions. Ther plus-sm ditferental was the team’s 
best since the 1998 season when they were a plus: 
seven (23-16). In 2006 Garrett managed three start 
ing quarterbacks for an offensive unit that produced 
four pass recewvers who each had at least 55 recep: 
fons. It marked the first time in club history that four 
different receivers had at least 55 catches. 

As a player, Garrett worked under highly suc- 
cessful offensive coordinators Norv Turner and Ernie 
Zampese in Dallas while providing sideline assis- 
tance to Aikman for the majority of tis Hall of Fame 
career. After moving to New York in 2000, he helped 
quide Aiabiet # voy diel Kerry Collins and the 
aants to.an NFC Championship and a Super Bowl 
berth while working along side Saints head coach 
Sean Payton, who was the team’s offensive coord 
nator, Garrett also gained valuable experience in 
absorbing Jon Gruden's offensive philosophies dur 
ing a stint with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers in the 
closing months of his playing career in 2004, 

In his seven years as a player in Dallas, Garrett 
started nine of the 23 games in which he played. A 
key reserve player on three Super Bow! teams, he is 
best remembered for his Thanksewing Day heroes 
in 1994, As the Cowboys third quarterback on the 
depth chart, he made his second career Start 
against Green Bay after Aikman and backup quarter 
back Rodney Peete were felled with injunes in previ 
ous weeks. Garrett led Dallas to a thrilling 42-31 
come-rombehind wetory in which he directed the 
Cowboys to a clubrecord 36 second half pomts wrth 
sm consecutive second half scorme drives. He fin 
ished the day with 311] passme yards on 15 com 
pletions with two touchdown tosses and was named 
the NFC’s Offensive Player of the Week, He went on 
lo start five games in 1998 and hwo games in 1999 
to finish tvs days in Dallas with a &3 record as 4 
starting, Quarterback. i 

Garrett served as the primary backup to Kerry 
Collins during the New York Giants run to the Super 
Bowl in 2000, and played the entire fourth quarter ot 
the NFC Championship Game that year, He spent the 
next three seasons with the Giants ( 3000-03) 

He concluded his career by splitting the 2004 
season with Tampa Bay and Miami. Overall in his 12 
NFL seasons, Garrett started nine of the 40 regular 
season eames in which he played and completed 
165-0f-294 passes for 2,042 yards with 11 touch 
downs and five interceptions. 

As a senior at Princeton University in 1988, 
Garrett was named the Ivy League's Player of the 
Year and honorable mention All-American. He earned 
his degree in history in 1989, and moved on to the 
NFL as an undrafted rookie free agent with the New 
Orleans Saints developmental squad. After bein 
released prior to the 1990 season, he spent the fal 
of 1990 as an assistant coach at Princeton, In 1991 
Garrett moved on to play in the World League and 
the Canadian Football League before joming the 
Cowboys practice squad in 1992. 





Garrett, who prepped at University School in 
crag in Falls, Ohio, followed in his family footsteps in 
2005. His father, Jim, spent more than 30 years in 
the NFL as a coach and scout, His brother, John, is 
now the passing game coordinator/tight ends coach 
with the Cowboys. Another brother, Judd, was a prac 
tice squad revel for the 1993 Cowboys Super Bowl 
Championship club and is now with the Cowboys 
scouting department as the director of pro scouting. 

Jason and his wife Brill founded their charitable 
foundation, Jason Garrett Starfish Charities, in 1997 
with the goal of enriching the lives of young people. 
The principle activity of the foundation is a one-day

Brian Baker was named the team’s defensive line 
coach on February /, 2011 after serving in the same 
bapece with the Carolina Panthers the previous two 
years, Overall, Baker has 25 years of coaching experi 
ence, including 16 years of NFL coaching experience. 

In his first season in Dallas, the defensive line 
helped the Cowboys rushing defense finish fourth in the 
NFC and seventh in the NFL as they gave up an average 
of 99.1 rushing yards-pergame, an improvement over 
the 108.6 rushing yards-pergame in 2010. Defensive 
end Kenyon Coleman led the group with 44 tackles, 
while nose tackle Jay Ratlhtf finshed with 42 tackles, 
two sacks, six tackles for loss and 18 pressures as he 
earned his fourth consecutive Pro Bow! selection. 

In 2010 Baker led the charges of the Panthers 
defensive line that had three of its members finish in the 
top-10 on the team in tackles. Defensive end Charles 
Johnson paced the tearm with 11.5 sacks - ted for 
fourth in the league - while also leading the team with 27 
pressures. Defensive end Tyler Brayton’s 14 pressures 
were good for second while defensive end Greg Hardy 
tied for the squad lead with two forced fumbles. 

Baker was named the Panthers defensive line coach 
on Feb. 13, 2009 following three years in the same posi 
tion with the St. Louis Rams. In his first season with the 
Panthers, Baker led a unit through a solid season as his 
line accounted for 25.5 of the team’s 33 sacks. Feared 
pass rushing end Julius Peppers led the charges on the 
defense by notching 10.5 sacks to earn his fifth Pro 
Bowl selection. Baker's work with the line's pass rush 
allowed the defense to finish fourth in the NFL in both 
pass defense and percentage of passes intercepted. 

Prior to arriving in Carolina, Baker spent three 
seasons coaching the Rams defensive line. In 2008

Willams also went on to 
earn AP Al-Pro honors that same season, finishing with 
11.5 sacks. Baker also mentored defense end Lance 
Johnstone in 2004 to give the Vikings the thircynost pro- 
lific sack duo in the league, totaling 22,5 on the year, 

From 1997-2000 Baker coached the defensive line 
for the Detroit Lions. Under his tutelage, the Lions defen- 
sve line notched 120.5 sacks as defensive linemen 
Robert Porcher (1997 and 1999) and Luther Elliss (1999 
and 2000) were selected to the Pro Bowl, Baker's 1998 
and 1999 lines finished fifth and sixth, respectively, in the 
league in Sacks-per-pass play, and, in 1999, Porcher fin 
ished fourth all-time in club history with 15.0 sacks. 

Baker made his NFL coaching debut as the defert 
sive line coach for the San Diego Chargers in 1996 
atter working on the collegiate level ior 12 years, His 
first stint in coaching came in 1984 at his alma mater, 
Maryland, as he coached outside linebackers. He then 
wernt to Army as fullbacks coach (1986), followed by a 
move to Georgia Tech to again coach linebackers 
(1987-95). He added defensive coordinator responsibit 
ities in 1995. Under his guidance, the Yellow Jackets 
went on to claim the National Championship as the 
nation’s only unbeaten team (11-0-1) in 1990. 

Baker played outside linebacker at Maryland from 
1981-83 and helped the Terps win the Atlantic Coast 
Conference in 1983, He earned his degree in marketing

The Dallas Cowboys announced ie Baker as an 
assistant secondary coach on February 13, 2012. 
Baker arrives in Dallas after spending the previous 
three seasons (2009-11) as an assistant with the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers. He brings with him 16 years 
of NFL coaching experience and three years at the 
collegiate level. 

In 2009 he was the defensive backs coach in 
Tampa Bay, and from 201011, Baker coached 
Buccaneers linebackers. Baker's 2009 defensive back- 
held helped Tampa Bay finish 10th in the league in pass 
defense as his unit accounted for 15 of the team’s 19 
interceptions. Safety Tanard Jackson and cornerback 
Aqib Talib tied for the team lead with five interceptions. 

Prior to landing with the Buccaneers, Baker 
spent two seasons (200/-08) with the Denver 
Broncos, first as an offensive assistant, then as the 
club's linebackers coach, In his first season with 
Denver, Baker worked with a linebacking corps that 
was highlighted by D.J. Williams, wha was making 
the transition to middle linebacker. Under Baker's 
tutelage, Willams finished the season second in the 
NFL with an AFC-best 141 tackles. Baker crossed 
over to the offensive side in 2008 as an offensive 
assistant and helped the unit finish second in the 
league in total offense (395.8 yards-per-game). 

Baker was with the St. Louis Rams in 2006 
(defensive quality control/linebackers) where he 
helped guide St, ine to 32 takeawa vs - seventh in 
the league - with a fips -best nine red zone take- 
aways.

Callahan followed up a NY Jets club record-set- 
ting 2009 season by designing a scheme that record 
ed the club's fourth-best single-season rushing total 
(2,374) in 2010, The total was also the fourth-most in 
the NFL that season. 

In 2010 Callahan developed second-year guard 
Matt Slauson into a full- time starter as the Jets 
rushed for 2,374 yards and 14 touchdowns on the 
season, while allowing only 28 sacks (tied for eighth 
fewest in the NFL).

abdominal injury at Arizona (12/25). Stephen McGee 
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took over for an inured Kitna at Arizona, before mak- 
ing the first start of his career at Philadelphia (1/2/11).

cGee became just the 14th Dallas quarterback to win 


in his first career start as a Cowboy.

In his first Season back with Dallas, Wilson's work 
with Romo allowed the first-time starter to rewrite club 
passing records, Under Wilson, Romo was the league's 
fifth-rated passer (97.4) — good for third in club annals, 
His 4,211 passing yards allowed the fifth-year veteran 
to become the first quarterback in club history to top 
4,000 passing yards. Romo completed 335 passes 
which topped Danny White’s single-season franchise 
record set in 1983 and shattered White's record of 29 
passing touchdowns, finishing with 36. Romo also 
became the first signal caller in franchise history to 
throw four touchdowns in back-to-back games. On the 
season, he logged four games with four-or-more touch- 
down passes, also establishing a club record, Among 
the many other accomplishments of the young starter, 
Roma finished 2007 with seven games of S0C+oryriore 
passing yards, another team record, 

In 2006 Wilson's guidance helped steer fourth-year 
quarterback Rex Grossman in leading the Bears to an 
NFC title and a berth in the Super Bowl, Prior to the 
season, Grossman had Started just seven games in 
three injurytiddled years. Grossman threw 23 touch- 
down passes in his first full year as a Starter, while 
directing Chicago to a 13-3 regular season record. 

Through Wilson's first two seasons in Chicago 
(2004-05), rookie quarterbacks started 20 of the 
team’s 32 regular Season games while posting a 13-7 
record. Under Wilson in 2005, rookie Kyle Orton was 
the Bears starter and went on to win nine of his first 12 
starts. He finished the year with 10 wins — the most for 
a rookie drafted in the fourth round or later since the 
common draft was instituled in 1967, His. 10 wins 
were also the second-best for a rookie passer during 
that span, behind Ben Roethlisberger in 2004, His 
eight-game win streak was also the seconcHongest by 
a rookie passer in the NFL dating back to 19/0.

Along with his playing 
experience, Wilson has overseen two of the most 
tumultuous seasons in Dallas quarterback history, 
coaching six different starting quarterbacks in his 32 
games as the club's quarterback coach. 

Wilson was forced fo prepare four different start- 
ing quarterbacks. during the 2001 season. lt was the 
first time in club history four different players started at 
quarterback in the same season, Dallas opened the 
season with a rookie quarterback for just the third tme 
in franchise history when Quincy Carter took the field 
against Tampa Bay, Injuries forced Carter fram the line- 
up for mie of the next nine games, Dung that span, 
Anthony Wrieht earned three starts, Clint Stoerner led 
the club m two games and Ryan Leal took the helm for 
three garnes in November. Garter returned to the line- 
up in December and guided the Cowboys to three wins 
in their final Six games. 

Wilsons first year on the job was just as hectic as 
four different quarterbacks saw action during the season, 
the first time m club history four different players saw 
action at quarterback in the same season. Troy Aikman 
started 11 games but missed five starts and parts of 
three other games with injuries. Randall Cunningham 
releved Aikman on two occasions and started three other 
pames in his place.

PRO: Perhaps one of the biggest surprises league-wide in 2009 was the emergence of pro BOWLS 
Miles Austin as a viable threat to any defense around the league. After his breakout perfor- =, 
mance from Week 5 in 2009 through the end of the season, Austin earned his spot as a< 
starting receiver for the first time in his career in 2010 and signed a six-year contract exten- 3 
sion prior to the first game of the season. After topping 1,000 yards for the first time in his * 
career in 2009, Austin repeated the feat by finishing 2010 with a team-best 1,041 yards to earn his second 
Straight tnp to the Pro Bowl - as an injury replacement - and become the 10th rookie free agent in NFL histo- 
ry - first in Cowboys history - with multiple 1,000-yard seasons.

Austin originally joined the club as one of just three rookie free agents to make the 
team out of training camp in 2006 and saw most of his time through his first four seasans as the club's kick 
off returner. Leading up to the 2009 season, Austin’s progress had him slotted as the club's third wide receiv 
er, but after his breakout game at Kansas City, he moved into the starting lineup, By season's end, he led the 
team with 1,320 yards and 11 touchdowns while finishing second with 81 catches to earn his first career Pro 
Bow! selection. He first earned a roster spot as a kickoff returner and holds a 24.1 career average on returns 

fourth alltime in team history. His 2,146 return yards are fifth in club history, and he is the only Cowboy to 
return a kKickofi for a touchdown in the postseason.

Romo ascended trom the ranks of windratted tree agent - and three-year back-up 


quarterback - to a record setting, threetime Pro Bow! selection for the Dallas 


Cowboys. With 77 career regular season starts under his bell, Romo has already 
re-written Cowboys passing records with his stellar and unique style of quarter 
back play. Elusive and instinctive in the pocket, he relies on.a quick release, solid arm Strength and excellent 
accuracy, His greatest asset may be his ability to see the feld and find the open receiver - regardless o1 
whether he is in a stationary position of eluding the pass rush, With a 47-30 regular season record as the 
Dallas starter, Romo led the Cowboys to 13 wins in 2007 - tying the franchise record for victories in a sea: 
son in his first season as the full-time starter. Along the way, he set single-season club marks for touchdown 
passes (36), completions (335), yardage (4,211) and 300-yard games (seven). He first set a Dallas mark for 
consecutive games with a touchdown pass with 1/ straint between 2006 and 2007 only ta up it to 20 
(2009-11). His 2008 season was not as productive as 200/ after suffering a broken finger in his. throwing 
hand at Arizona (10/12). Despite missing three games with the injury, Romo still threw for 300-or-more yards 
six times - second only to his seven from 2007 - while throwing for 3,446 yards - his second consecutive 
3,000-plus yard season - to become the first quarterback with back-to-back 3,000-yard seasons since Troy 
Aikman (1995-97).

Thirteen members of the Pro Football Hall of Fame in Canton, Ohio, have been elected based on their 
accomplishments with the Cowboys — Bob Lilly in 1980, Roger Staubach m 1985, Tom Landry in 1990, Tex 
schramm in 1991, Tony Dorsett and Randy White in 1994, Mel Renfro in 1996 and Troy Aikman and Rayfield 
Wright in 2006, Michael Irvin in 2007, Bob Hayes 2009, Emmitt Smith in 2010 and Deion Sanders in 2011 
In addition, six other players with ties to the Cowboys have also been enshrined in Canton: Herb Adderley, 
Lance Alworth, Mike Ditka, Forrest Gregg, Tornmy McDonald and Jackie Smith. 


p * TROY AIKMAN x 
Quarterback, 1989-2000 
INDUCTED - 2006 


In 12 NFL seasons, Troy Aikman became one of the game's great quarterbacks. 
As just the third player in NFL history to lead a team to three Super Bow! victories, 
Aikman rewrote virtually every passing record in Cowboys’ history. He closed his 
career with 94 regular season wins, including 90 in the decade of the 1990s — mak- 

7 ing him the winningest starting quarterback of any decade in NFL history (Joe 
Montana held the record with 86 wins in the 1980s). 

Along with that mark, Aikman held or was tied for 47 Dallas passing records, including the club's career 
records for attempts (4,715), completions (2,898), passing yards (32,942), touchdowns (165) and completion 
percentage (61.5% — third best in NFL history at the time of his retirement), He also posted a club-high 13 reg- | 
ular season 300-yard passing games during his career. 

Along the way to these marks, Aikman guided Dallas from the cellar of 1-15 in 1989 to six NFC East titles 
(1992-96 and 1998), four NFC Championship Games (1992-95) and three Super Bowl titles (XXVII, XXVIII and | 
XXX). He was one of the game's most accurate passers, completing at least 60 percent of his passes in 98-| 
of-165 career games. In the postseason, he reached the 60% completion mark in 12-0f-16 games. He com | 
pleted 7/0 percent or more of his passes 42 times in his career, with Dallas posting a 37-5 record in those 
games, and he produced the top six single-season completion percentages in club history. | 

With his passing accuracy, Aikman was able to establish a clubrecord with a career interception rate of | 
2.99%, Although not known for his fleet feet, Aikman successfully ran for a first down 49-of-72 times on third 
or fourth down during career. That ability to avoid the sack also allowed him fo post the highest career pass 
attempts per sack ratio (19.2) in team history. Despite winning just one of his first 15 NFL starts, Aikman went 
on to start a clubrecord 180 games (165 regular season) at quarterback and post a 105-75 (.583) record, 
which includes an impeccable 11-4 mark in the postseason — 3-0 in the Super Bowl. 

For his career, Aikman led the Cowboys trom behind 16 times in the fourth quarter, including six times in | 
the final two minutes. Another six times, he led the team to wins after the score was tied in the fourth quarter. 
Five of his game-winning drives came in overtime. 

In the postseason Aikman truly shined. His four 300-yard passing days were the third best total in NFL his- 
tory, and he holds the club records for postseason pass attempts (502), completions (320), yards (3,849), and 
completion percentage (63.7%), In addition, Aikman’s 23 career postseason passing touchdowns was just one 
shy of Staubach’s club record of 24. 

The first overall choice in the 19859 draft out of UCLA, Aikman completed 64.8 percent of his passes for 
5,298 yards and 41 touchdowns while throwing only 1/7 interceptions in two seasons as the starter, He finished 
his career as the third rated passer in NCAA history. The AllHAmerica led the Bruins to a 204 record, including 
wins in the 1987 Aloha Bowl and the 1989 Cotton Bowl. He transferred to UCLA - where he received his degree 
in sociology in June, 2009 - after two seasons at Oklahoma (1984-85). 

Aikman was born Nov, 21, 1966 in West Covina, Calif,

Tony Dorsett arrived in Dallas in 1977 wa a draft-day deal the Cowboys swung 
with the Seattle Seahawks for the sole mtention of selecting the Heisman Trophy win 
ner from the University of Pittsburgh. Then Cowdoys president and General Manager 
Tex Schramm paid what seemed like a bundle for the right to draft Dorsett: one first: 
round, and three second-ound choices. As his 1]-career turned out in Dallas, a steal 
of a deal for an eventual Pro Football Hall af Fame player 

The Dorsett deal paid dividends in his very first year with the Cowboys, the four-time All-American picked 
up where he left off in college, rushing for 1,007 yards to earn NFL Offensive Rookie of the Year honors and 
set the rushing bar for rookie running backs mn Dallas. 

“A lot of the people said | wouldn't last in this league,” Dorsett said in 1987. “I was the skinny little kid from 
Aliquippa, Pa., who wasn't Supposed to make i." 

Dorsett did make it, in fact he became one of the greatest running backs in NFL history. On Sept. 26, 1988 
| while playing hs final NFL season with the Denver Broncos, Dorsett moved into second place on the NFL all- 
| time rushing list with 12,306 rushing yards, and eventually frished his career with 12,739 yards. At the time, 
Dorsett trailed only Walter Payton when he retired after suffering a knee injury the following summer, but now 
ranks eighth behind Emmitt Smith, Payton, Barry Sanders, Curtis Martin, LaDainian Tomlinson, Jerome Bettis 
and Eric Dickerson. 

By the time Dorsett completed ins 12-year career, he had collected a wctory in Super Bow! All, four Pro 
Bowl selections, one All-Pro honor and three AI-NFC selections 

One of the most notable moments of Dorsett's career came on Jan. 2, 1983, before a Monday Night 
Football television audience playing against the Minnesota Vikings. Dorsett received a handoff trom quarterback 
Danny White and proceeded to run 99-yards for a touchdown, thus recording an unbreakable NFL record. 
Dorsett's greatest season came in 1981] when he rushed for 1,646 yards, a franchise record at the time, a 
total that now ranks third to only Emrnitt Smith's two, 1, 700-yard seasons. 

“When he came to us, we hadn't had a strong running attack for about three years,” Hall of Fame quarter: 
back Roger Staubach once said. “Tony Dorsett is one of the greatest backs in NFL Mstory.” 

Dorsett was the Heisman Trophy winner in 1976 and was the first Pitt football player to have his jersey 
retired. Dorsett left Pitt as a four-time All-American and four-time 1,000-yard rusher. His final collegiate Mnehhgnt 
was a 27-3 victory over Georgia in the Sugar Bowl to claim the national tile. 

In 1994 Dorsett became the ninth Cowboys player inducted into the Ring of Honor, and that same year he 
was inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame 

He was born April 7, 1954, in Rochester, Pa

In tis 10 Seasons with the Dallas Cowboys, “Bullet” Bob Hayes revolutionized 
| the wide receiver position and the way defenses would play in the NFL. He began 
ms 11-year NFL career after winning two olympic gold medals at the 1964 Olympic 
Games in Tokyo, Japan, He tied the world record (10.06 seconds) in the 100-meter 

* dash and claimed his second gold medal running the anchor leg of the 400-meter 
relay to earn the title of “The Worid’s Fastest Humari.” He arrived in Dallas in similar fashion to become - and 
remain — the only rookie in franchise history to ever lead the team in receptions (46), receming yards (1,003) 
and a rookie club record of 12 touchdown catches. His 12 touchdown receptions as a rookie are currently 
tied for fourth in league history, His speed and threat of being able to go long forced teams to install the zone 
defense to corral Hayes 

Hayes finshed his Cowboys career with 365 catches (seventh), for 7,295 yards (fifth) and 71 touchdowns 
(first). In club record books, Hayes still holds tearm receming marks for most points ina game (24, tied), most 
touchdowns in. a game (four, tied), most receptions by a rookie, season (46), most receptions by a roohie, 
pame (eight, ted), yards, game (246), longest reception (95t), highest career recening average (20,0), high 
est single-season receiving average (26.1), touchdowns in a season (71), touchdowns in a season by a rook- 
ie (12) and touchdowns in a game (four, ted). 

Hayes was also a threat a5 a punt returner, returning 104 punts (fourth in tearn history) for 1,155 yards 
(fourth) and three touchdowns (tied for second). His 11.1 yard-per-return average is second in team record 
books only to Deion Sanders (13.3). 

Hayes was a three-time Pro Bowl selection and became just the third rookie in club history (Don Perkins 
~- 1961 and Mel Renfro - 1964) to be named to the Pro Bowl, He also earned All-Pro selections four times 
(1965-68) and was inducted into the Dallas Cowboys Ring of Honor in a halftime celebration against San 
Diego on Sept. 23, 200) 

Hayes split his time between football and track and field at Florida A&M where he became famous as the 
“World's Fastest Human.” In 1963 he set the world record (9.1 seconds) in the 1O0-yard dash, a record that 
stood for 11 years. 

Hayes was born December 20, 1942.

lom Landry paced the sidelines as the “only head coach" in Dallas Cowboys his 
tory for 29 years in his trademark fedora. By the time Landry's coaching career 
ended following the 1988 season, he had compiled a 270-1766 record, the third 
most wins m NFL hustory. 

That distinguished career was good enough for Landry to gain entry into the Pro 
Fontbal f Hall of = in 1990 and the Cowboys. Ring of Honor in 1993, thanks to leading the Cowboys to two 


Super Bowl titles, nve Super Bow! appearances, fve NEC Championships, 13 division titles and an incredible 


20 consecutive winning seasons, 


“This tearm has always played for me,” Landry said. “That was the key to why | continued coaching. Hf they | 


wouldn't play for me, | would have been out a long time ago. They always played hard and tried hard.” 

Landry's head coaching career did not start out very smoothly, coming over from the N.Y, Giants staff to 
take over the expansion Cowboys in 1960, That first year ended with an -11-] in 1960, the tie coming against 
Landry's former team the Giants, preventing the Cowboys from going winless. The Cowboys went on to suffer 
through losing seasons in the first five years, before going 7-7 in 1965 

But from that point on, Landry turned the franchise into “America’s Team,” the Cowboys reeling off 20 con 
secutive winning seasons from 1966-85, one of the longest winning streaks m all of professional sports 

As a player-coach with the Giants before coming to the Cowboys, Landry helped to develop what would 
eventually become a base defense in the NFL, the 43, It was innovations like this that caught the attention of 
Cowboys owner Clint Murchison Jr. and president Tex Schramm when it came time to select the franchise's first 
head coach. 

As head coach of the Cowboys, Landry introduced more innovations to the game, including offensive 
motion. Very seldom did the Cowboys run a play from the formation they initially lined up in after breaking the 
ge ral brought back the shotgun formation, popularized situational substitutians and concocted the 
“Flex” deferise, 

Walking the sidelines charactenstically stoic, Landry was always thinking a couple of plays ahead and what 
the long: term effects of each play he called might be. He coached football as if it Were a chess match, posi 
honng his team in the best way to win in the end. And in the end, no one coached with more success for a 
longer period of time than Landry, That success was the impetus for Landry's induction into Pro Football Hall 
of Fame less than two years after he coached his last game. 

The legendary coach, barn Sept, 11, 1924, in Mission, Texas, died Feb. 12, 2000 of leukemia.

Before earning the nickname “Mr. Cowboy,” Bob Lilly was the first player ever 
drafted by the Dallas Cowboys in 1961. So it is fitting that Lilly not only became the 
firs’ Cowboys player inducted into the Ring of Honor in 1975, but also became the 
franchise's first player inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Farne in 1980. 

During the course of 14 seasons with the Cowboys, Lilly was named Rookie ol 


the Year in 196], was selected to the Pro Bowl a clubrecord | l-wmes — 10 consecutive selections between 


1964-74 — was named to the All-Pro tearn seven times and played in two Super Bowls, including the club's very 
first Super Bowl victory, 24-3 over Miami in Super Bow! VI. 

As the foundation of the famed “Doomsday Defense,” Lilly's intensity was readily apparent in an infamous 
scene after the Cowboys Super Bowl V loss to the Baltimore Colts when he npped his helmet off and hurled it 
into the air, The following year, the LillyJed Cowboys defense held Miami to only a field goal in Super Bow! Vi, 
the fewest points every given up in Super Bowl history 

“The competition is what | love,” Lilly once said, “That makes me a lot more intense. Personalities don't 
enter into it at all. My objective is to get the man with the ball. Nobody better get in my way,” 

Lilly is the Cowboys’ alltime leader in consecutive games played at 196, is tied for second with 14 sea 
sons played and second all-time with 194 games started. Lilly led the Cowboys in sacks three consecutive 
years, beginning with his rookie season, 

“4 man like that comes along once in a lifetime,” late Cowboys head coach Tom Landry said in 1972, “He 
is something a little bit more than great. Nobody is better than Bob Lilly.” 

Lilly was a two-time AlLAmerican defensive end at Texas Christian University and a two-time alFooulhwest 
Conference team selection. 

He was born July 26, 1939, in Olney, Texas,

Mel Renfro first came to the Cowboys a highly-acclaimed running back out of the 
University of Oregon, But Cowboys head coach Tom Landry saw Renfro as a deten- 
sive back when they selected him in the second round of the 1964 draft, 

And what a defensive back he was during Ws 14-year career, becoming arguably 
the best safety-cornerback to ever play for the Cowboys, and one of the best to ever 
play mm the NFL. His 52 career interceptions and 26.4-yard career kickoffi+eturn average still stand a5 team 
records, both a tribute to his running ability 
The NFL certainly got to know Rentro in a hurry, having been elected to the Pro Bowl in each of Ns first 
10 seasons in the NFL — the first sm at free safety and the final four af cornerback. His 10 Pro Bowl appear 
ances is second to only Bob Lilly's |i for the Cowboys. 

On top of his 10 Pro Bowls, Rentro was a four-time Al-Pro, playing in four Super Bowls and eight NFC 
Championships, He became the fitth member of the exclusive Ring of Honor in 1981, and was finally elected 
to the Pra Football Hall of Fame in 1996 in his 14th year of eligibility. 

Renfro’s 14 seasons with the Dallas Cowboys tes him for second in club history, just one shy of the 
record. 

While at Oregon, Renfro led the tearn in rushing three consecutive years and was a twotime All-American, 
Despite coming to the NFL as an acclarned runner, Renfro only ran the ball eight times during his career, all 
in 1966. Landry saw a free safety first, Renfro spending his first six seasons at safety and the final eight at 
COPTET, 

In the middie of Rentro's All-Pro 1969 season, Landry was uncharacteristically complimentary toward one 
of his players, calling him "the best in the league at free safety.” 

But the Cowboys certainly figured out a way to capitalize on Renfro’s running ability, having him return 
punts and kickoffs early in his career, He led the NFL in kickoff and punt returns his rookie season, and had 
seven interceptions, returning one for a touchdown, Renfro still is tied for the franchise lead with two career 
fouchdown returns, and his 30-yard kick-off return average in 1965 still remains as the single-season high. 
But it was interceptions Renfro was best known for during his career, In his first six years at free safety, 
Renfro totaled 30 interceptions, His interception totals declined somewhat when Landry moved him to cor 
nerback for good in 1970, The decline Nad more to do with quarterbacks’ reluctance to throw ls way than 
any diminishing skills or quickness, His 626 interception return yards still stands as a career record for the 
Cowboys. 

That 1971 Pro Bow! possibly was the greatest indication of Renfro’s all-round ability. Not only did he play 
cornerback, but be also relurned two punts for touchdowns, leading the NFC to a 2/5 win and earning the 
game's Most Valuable Player award,

On Sept. 9 1995, the Dallas Cowboys made the biggest free agent move in the 
franchise's tustory by signing Deion Sanders to a long term contract. In doing so, 
Dallas was able to secure the services of one of the most talented cornerbacks in the 
history of the NFL. His stardom in the NFL was apparent from hrs first career game 
when he returned a punt 68 yards for a touchdown. More of that spectacular play cor 
tinued throughout his 14-season, 188game career. Sanders, who spent time with hve 
different NFL teams, scored a total of six touchdowns on punt returns, three on kickoif returns, and returned 
nine interceptions for scores. The multHaceted athlete also returned one fumble for a touchdown and had 60 
receptions for 784 yards and three touchdowns with the Faicons (1989-1993), San Francisco 49ers (1994), 
Dallas Cowboys (1995-99), Washington Redskins (2000) and Baltimore Ravens (2004-05). In all, he recorded 
53 interceptions including five with the Ravens when he returned to the field after a three-year retirement 

Sanders was an extremely gifted and versatile athlete, who was also a Major League Baseball player. As a 
baseball player, Sanders spent time with the New York Yankees (1989-90), Atlanta Braves (1991-94), Cincinnati 
Reds (1994-95, 1997, 2001) and San Francisco Giants (1995), He is the only man in professional sports to 
play in both a World Series (batting at a .533 World Series clip with Atlanta in 1992) and in the Super Bowl (with 
victorious San Francisco and Dallas teams following the 1994 and 1995 seasons). To further validate his ver 
satility, Sanders is the only man in NFL history who has recorded both a pass reception - a 4/-yarder, the 
longest completion of the game in Super Bowl XXX - and an interception — returned for 15 yards in Super Bowl 
OX =—in Super Bow! action. After helping the Cowboys win Super Bowl XXX, Sanders announced on Feb. 20, 
1996 that he would play football exclusively for the entire 1996 season, As a result, Sanders started 16 regu 
lar season pames at cornerback and another eight at wide receiver — becoming the first two-way starter in the 
NFL since the Philadelphia Eagles Chuck Bednarik, who retired in 1962. At the completion of the 1996 football 
season, Sanders returned to baseball, signing with the Reds, and led the league in stolen bases (56) in the 1997 
season before returning to football on 2 tulltime basis in September. 

He was selected to emht Pro Bowls, and became a member of the NFL's Al-Decade Team of the 1990s 
as both a cornerback and a punt returner, leading the NFL in punt returns in 1998. He also led the NFC in kick 
offs in 1992 and interceptions in 1991 and 1993. He was named first-team All-Pro nine times at cornerback in 
addition to receiwing Al-NFL acclaim by some media outlets as a kick returner in 1992 and as a punt returner 
in 1998. Sanders won two Super Bowls during tis career, He started at right cornerback for the 49ers in their 
49-26 victory over the San Diego Chargers in Super Bowl XXIX and at left cornerback in the Gowboys 27:17 
win over the Pittsburgh Steelers in Super Bowl XX. 

His 23 career touchdowns (including playoffs) have been scored in the following manner, interceptions 
(nine), pass receptions (three), rushes (one), kickolf returns (three), punt returns (sia) and fumble recoveries 
(one). Sanders halds the NFL record for career touchdowns scored on any type of return with 18. Perhaps the 
one statistic that supports Sanders’ status as one of the game's greatest playmakers is fis 25.]-yard career 
interception average on 53 career thefts (1,331 yards), ranking him sixth alHime. He retired second all-time in 
| interception return yardage (1,331) and ted for second for most mterceptions returned for a touchdown in a 
career (nine) and a season (three). His career-high 303 yards gained on interception returns with the 49ers in 
| 1994 was third best ever in the NFL at the time of hus retirement. He also returned three picks for touchdowns 

(74, 93, 90 yards) that season to become the firs! player ever to have two 90-yard interception returns for 
| touchdowns in the same season. He was named the NFL § Defensive Player of the Year 

Sanders was originally drafted by Atlanta in the first round (fifth overall) of the 1989 NFL Draft out of Florida 
State, just behind Troy Aikman (first overall selection in 1989)

Schramm was an NFL pioneer and innovator. Under his watch, the Dallas Cowboys were always on the 
cutting edge with revolutionary Weas and visions. He was instrumental mn creating the Vallas Cowboy 
Cheerleaders, the frst of their kind in professional football, developing the Cowt oys Ring of Honor and bring 
ing an annwal Cowboys Ihanksening Day game to the nation. 

Schramm’'s work was not just focused on the Dallas Cowboys, as his tireless efforts changed the tace of 
the entre NFL. He was a driving force behind the development and implementation of instant repl: ay, giving 
the head reteree a microphone tor penalty announcements, shortening the play-clock and helping to develop 
the wild-card playorl system 

A touen nite hob schramm was the engineer in building the Cowboys foundation from the ground up 
His tough stance in labor negotiations was also evident in his support for using replacement players during 
the 1967 NFL strike. After just three weeks, the move proved successful and the players returned to work 
The benehts of this would be apparent in future years as lasting labor peace was reached with the NFL Players 
ssaciation in [Ye and has continued since

efforts, Schramm's impact on the league was widespread, and probably his most cherished legacy since the

One of Schramm's most significant accomplishments in the NFL was coordinating the merger of the 
established NFL and the fledging American Football League in 1966, holding what amounted to as secret 
meetings with Kansas City Chiefs owner Lamar Hunt at the insistence of NFL Commissioner Pete Rozelle. 
ihe merger of the two warring leagues led to what became known as the Super Bowl, and when the 
leagues combined in 19/0, the most powerful sports league in the world. 

After Schramm departed ine LOWDGYS n 1989 when Jerry Jones bought the club, he went international, 
becoming president of the upstart World League of American Football, later to become know as NFL Europe

that few players can match at any position or in any era. As the NFL's all-time leaci- 
ing rusher, Smith also won four NFL rushing (itles, three Super Bowl titles and a 
league (1993) and Super Bowl (XXVIIl) MVP award. He was selected to the Pro 
Bow eight times, and on the club's offense, only Larry Allen (10) was selected to 





imore in club history, Among NFL running backs, only Barry Sanders (10) was selected more times. With 975 
rushing yards in 2002, Smith became just the seventh player in NFL history to carry the tile of alHime rush 


ing leader, taking that designation from Walter Payton. 

After 132 seasons in Dallas, South had 17,162 career rushing yards, and he moved past Payton’s 16,726 
career yard mark in Week Eight of the 2002 season against Seattle. Smith finished his pro career wilh 18,355 
yards and is also the NFL's career rushing touchdowns leader (164), and second in league annals in total touch 
downs (] 75), traiing Jerry Rice by 33, The first player in NFL history to post five straight seasons with over ] 400 
yards rushing, Smith, Jim Brown and LaDainian Tomlinson are the only players with seven straight ]0-touchdown 
seasons to start thew career, With 1,021 yards rushing in 2001, Smith became the first player in NFL history to 
rush for 1,000 yards in 1] consecutwe seasons and the first to post 11 1,000-yard rushing seasons in a career 

Smith holds the NFL record for career rushing attempts with 4.409, passing Payton (3,838) in Week Three 
of the 2002 season, With an NFL record 25 rushing touchdowns in 1995, Smith scored 100 career touchdowns 
in just six Seasons, orginally the fastest anyone in league history had reached that mark. Smith also ted Brown's 
NFL record by scoring 100 touchdowns in just 93 career games. Since Smith's accomplishment, Tomlinson 
reached the feat in 89 games. His 25 career Scores against the Anzona Cardinals ts ted for the third-best total 
by a player against an opponent since 1970, followed by his 24 scores against Washington and the N.Y Giants. 

His value to the Cowboys success can be seen in the club's 99-26 mark (91-24 in regular season) when he 
carried the ball 20-or-more times a game and 64-19 record (57-19 in regular season) when he rushed for 100 
yards, The century mark becarne a big number in Smith's career, having rushed for 100 yards in 155-of-326 
games dating back to high school, including 63-of-218 garnes with Dallas, including playolls, In NFL annals, 
Smith's 78 regular season |O0-yard rushing games is a record. Included in Smith's clubrecord 76 1 00-yard rush 
ing games are 11] of the top 15 performances in team history and 18 days with over 150 yards (the fourth high 
est total of 150-yard games in NFL history). Smith rushed for over 10O-yards against 22 of the 32 NFL teams. 

In addition, he rushed for 2,466 yards against the Philadelphia Eagles in hus 15-year career, his best out 
put against any single opponent, That total ranks second since 1970 for running backs against one team 
Smith also has the third and fourth best totals in that catagory. 

One reason Smith was such a workhorse in the Dallas offense over the years was lis ability to answer the 
bell at gare tume, having started 216-of-218 career games - including playoffs, While m Dallas, he missed just 
four career games due to injury, and it was that durability that enabled Smith to lead the Cowboys in rushing in 
178 of his 201 career regular season games. The lack of decline in Smith's game is also evidenced by the fact 
that he had rushed for 5.928 yards from 1998-2002 — the fifth highest yardage total in the NFL over that time 
span. His 41 rushing tour hdowns during his last five years in Dallas was the thirc-best figure in the league. 

Not limited to rushing and scoring, Smith is fourth on the Cowboys al-time reception lst with 486 career 
catches, trailing Drew Pearson (489) by three receptions. Smith is one of only six NFL players who have 
amassed over 9,000 career-rushing yards and 500 career receptions. He ts second on the NFL's yards from 
scrimmage list and fourth on the NFL's alltime combined yardage list with 20,174 yards 

Smith was. born on May 15, 1969 in Pensacola, Fla.

Good things come to those who wait, and certainly the Dallas Cowboys patience 
in the mid-60's was supremely rewarded, landing one of the best players in franchise 
history because they were willing to wait for Roger Staubach to fulfil his military 
commitment, 

For those five years of patience, the Cowboys landed the guy who became bet- 
ter Know as “Roger Ihe Dodger’ over the next 1] years when he was selected to sm Pro Bowls ~ including 
hve consecutvely - and was named the NFL Players Associaton Most Valuable Player in 1971. Staubach led 
the NFL in passing four times and was selected to the AILNFC team four times 

“He ts one of the finest to ever play the pame,” Green Bay Packers Quarterback Bart Starr once said of 
Staubach. “| think if! had some of that Staubach competitiveness, fd have been much better.” 

Staubach, the 1963 Heisman Trophy winner, was drafted by the Dallas Cowboys in 1964 from the Naval 
Academy, but did not join the tearm until 1969 due to his Navy commitment. Former president and general 
manager Tex Schramm signed Staubach to a fulures contract in a hotel room in 1964, actually scribbling out 
the details on a legal-sized tablet that would have Staubach paid annually to participate in training camp prac 
tices when he had enough leave built up 

The 1963 Heisman Trophy winner showed up in Dallas as a 27-year-old rookie, but in those 11 seasons 
still managed to carve out the franchise's all-time leading quarterback rating of 83.42 and became a four-time 
NFL passing champion, But Staubach almost became better known for his scrambling ability, and to this day 
ranks 11th on the Cowboys’ all-time rushing list with 2,264 yards. 

Staubach owns the second-most passing yards in club history, 22,700, and his 3,586 in 1979 still ranks 
as the sixth most passing yards in a Single season for the Cowboys. He also still leads the club with a career 
average of 7.67 yards-per-attempt. 

Staubach also become Known as “Captain Comeback" for his 23 fourth-quarter come-from-behind victo- 
nes in regular season and playoff games, including 14 in the final two minutes or overtime. Never was this 
more apparent than ina 1975 playoff game against the Minnesota Vikings when Staubach connected with 
wide receiver Drew Pearson on a desperation 50-yard “Hail Mary” touchdown pass that knocked the Vikings 
out of the playoffs 

“You could never defeat Roger mentally or physically,” late Cowboys head coach Tom Landry said in 
1983. “He was like that in a game, in practice or in the business world.”

staubach ended his Cowboys career with four Super Bow! appearances, including wins in Super Bowls VI | 


and Xl, in Super Bow! Vi, Staubach was named the game's Most Valuable Player 

Following the 1979 season, Staubach retired, fearing the aftereffects of recurring concussions. 

In 1983, Staubach became the sixth member of the Dallas Cowboys Ring of Honor and two years later 
was mducted mto the Pro Football Hall of Fame.

Randy White came to the Cowboys from the University of Maryland as the No. 
? pick in the 1975 NFL Draft. Before his career was over, 14 years later, he would 
become known as the “Manster” - half man, half defensive monster — setting numer- 
ous franchise records as the heart-and-soul of the famed “Doomsday Defense” 

White struggled in his first two years with the Cowboys when then head coach 
‘Tom Landry moved White from his familiar defensive tackle position to linebacker. But, atter Landry moved 
| White back to night tackle in 1977, White became one of the NFL's most dommating defensive linemen and a 
| coveted coSuper Bowl MVP. 

“Coming out of college a lot was expected of me,” White said. “But | never aid feel comfortable playmg 
linebacker, Those first two years | was fighting for my life out there. Then they switched me to defensive tack- 
le, where | was a lot more comfortable and from there my career took off.” 

White played 14 seasons, tying him for second alHime in franchise history, and he set a franchise record 
with ee@ht AlLPro selections. White also was selected to nine Pro Bowls, ranking third in franchise twstory for 
Pro Bow! appearances. White's 16 sacks in 1978 rank third m franchise history for a single season, and he still 
remains third all-time in career tackles with 1,104 and second with 701 career solo tackles. 

"His performances range anywhere from spectacular to spectacular,” Landry once said. “He could oul 
match anybody's intensity from game to game.” 

In his career, White played in six NFC Championship Games and three Super Bowls, claimung victory in 
Super Bowl Xil and co-MVP honors with teammate Harvey Martin. Even more astounding, White only missed 
one game in his 14-year career. 

In 1994, White was inducted into the Ring of Honor with teammate Tony Dorsett, the same year he was 
inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 

“Any honor | receive is a reflection an the great teammates and coaches | had in my career,” White said, 
“There's a real special group of guys with the Cowboys, and to be a part of that was a great honor,”

The 2009 season rang in a new era for the Dallas Cowboys as the club moved to its new home in 
Arlington, Texas to kickoff the 2009 season, Officially opened on May 2/, 2009 in a ribbon cutting 
ceremony, Cowboys Stadium hosted the first ever Cowboys game on Aug. 21 - a preseason contest 
against the Tennessee Titans. The first regular season Cowboys game was on Sunday night 
September 20 against the N.Y. Giants, and the game set an NFL attendance record at 105,121. 
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Not only is the stadium home to the Dallas Cowboys, but Cowboys Stadium played host to super 
Bowl XLV on February 6, 2011, the first Super Bow! in the region. In addition, this venue is hore to 
the annual AT&T Cotton Bowl Classic, as well as the 2009 and 2010 Big All championship games, 
annual college football games, including the University of Arkansas and Texas A&M University in the 
Southwest Classic and the “Cowboys Classic" which helps kick off the college football season wth two 
major universities each year 

On Nov. 2, 2004 the voters of Arlington approved a public-private partnership with the Dallas 
Cowboys to build a state-of-the-art, retractable roof stadium in Arlington, Texas. Located in the heart 
of Arlington's entertainment district, construction on the new stadium began in April, 2006 and was 
completed early in the summer of 2009. 

The largest NFL stadium ever built is designed to enhance the international Cowboys brand with 
its modern progressive architecture while incorporating elements of the Texas Stadium Cowboys her 
itage such as the shape of the roof’s opening, the Ring of Honor and Tom Landry statue 
The 3.0 milion square-foot stadium has a capacity of up to 100,000. The stadium features sig- 
nature monumental arches, an expansive retractable roof, massive giass retractable end zone doors, 
a distinguishing canted glass wall, and the world’s largest center-hung video board. 

‘The challenge for us with this new staqgium was to innova 
acknowledge tradition,” said Jerry Jones, owner and president, Dallas Cowboys. “This new stadium 
embodies the spirit of the Dallas Cowboys and that starts with the familiar ‘hole in the root.” What we 
have designed is a building we believe is both architecturally significant and also reflects the emotion 
and competition thal goes on inside,

Total Square Footage: 3.0 million square feet. The entire Statue of Liberty and its base could fit 
into the stadium with the roof closed. The stadium is also the world’s largest column-free room. The 
American Airlines Center in Dallas could fit entirely into the stadium at field level. 

Interior Cubic Volume: 104 million cubic feet. (By comparison, Reliant Stadium in Houston mea: 
sures 90 million cubic feet.) Cowboys Stadium is the largest enclosed stadium (in cubic feet) in the 
NFL. 

Seating Capacity: With ticketed areas in the end zone plazas and platiorms, capacity can reach 
over 100,000 

Suites: There are over 300 suites in eight different locations on five separate levels of the stadi 
um, Freldtevel suites are available on the sidelines as well as in the end zones for up-close and per- 
sonal viewing of the games. The Hall of Fame level suites are 20 rows from the field, making them the 
closest elevated suites in the NFL. 

Domed Roof: At 661,000 square feet, the stadium is the largest domed Structure in the world. 

Retractable Roof: The open roof design that was a unique feature of Texas Stadium was carried 
over into the design of the new stadium, with the improvement of a new retractable feature, revealing 
an opening that measures 256 feet wide and 410 feet long. Two brparting mechanized roof panels 
are driven by a rack-and-pinion drive system consisting of 64 7.5 HP electric motors, making it the 
frst of its kind in the world. The open/close time is 12 minutes. 

Arches: The roof is supported by two 35-feet deep and 1 /-feet wide boxed arch trusses. Each 
truss spans nearly a quarter mile (1,290 feet) making the root the longest clear-span structure in the 
world. The arches are more than twice the length of the Gateway Arch in St. Louis. 

Glass Retractable Door: Each end zone features a five-leaf clear glass retractable door mea 
suring 120 feet high and 180 feet wide, making it the tallest moveable glass wall in the world. 

Parking: Il is estimated that between parking owned or under control of the Dallas Cowboys as 
well as the entrepreneurial lots in and around the stadium area, that there are as many as 30,000 park:

As the largest NFL venue ever built, the stadium boasts the most spectacular column-free room in 
the world, stretching a quarter-mile in length. Encasing 3.0 millian square feet, the majestic scale of 
the stadium measures twice the distance of the St. Lows Gateway arch. In addition, the Statue of 
Liberty can stand completely inside the room structure, The length of the arches spans the same dis:

There are approximatley 3,000 televisions in the building. The most unique being the four board 
cluster that s suspended 9O feet directly over the center of the playing surface. The board runs from 
the 20-yard line to the 20-yard line — measuring 160 feet in length and 72 feet in height — making it 
the largest wdeo board installation in the world, setting a Guiness Book World Record. The center 
video board allows fans on all levels to view the garne in crisp, clear images during the game, [his 
creates a premium on the value of the upper-level seats and makes the game more exciting for all 
fans. 


Amenities and Restrooms 
The stadium features 24 concession points of sale as well as more than 1,700 toilets. Some of 
the restrooms are reversible based on the needs of the event.
